The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 12.7 per 
1,000. In Greater London 1,557 deaths were registered. In the 
"outer ring" the deaths included 5 from diphtheria, 3 from measles, 
5 from whooping cough, and 16 from diarrhea. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended July 22, 1905, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 18.2 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,093,959. The lowest rate was recorded in Queenstown, 
viz, 6.6, and the highest in Lisburn, viz, 36.4, per 1,000. In Dublin 
and suburbs 153 deaths were registered, including enteric fever 2, 
whooping cough 1, and 29 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended July 22, 1905, correspond to an annual rate of 15.2 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,749,917. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 9.0, and the highest 
in Perth, viz, 19.8, per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
registered from all causes was 510, including diphtheria 3, measles 21, 
scarlet fever 1, and 12 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten clays ended July 20, 1905. Estimated popu- 
lation, 159,041. Total number of deaths not reported. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended July 31, 1905. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 397, including diphtheria 
1, enteric fever 10, measles 22, scarlet fever 1, smallpox 2, and 40 from 
tuberculosis. 

West Indies — St. Thomas. — Two weeks ended July 21, 1905. Cen- 
sus population, 12,019. Total number of deaths, 16, including 1 from 
tuberculosis.
